The pronouncement approved by 
the general hoard of the National 
Council of Churches also called 
for opposition to laws and institu­ 
tional practices restricting the in­ 
formation or availability of con­ 
traceptives. a move seen as a ral­ 
lying point for Protestants in Mas­ 
sachusetts and Connecticut to seek 
repeal of restrictive state laws. 
The pronouncement also recom­ 
mended that the federal govern­ 
ment 
be 
prepared 
to provide 
birth control information and as­ 
sistance to any other government 
which might request it in the in­ 
terest of population control. 
The count'ii condemned abortion 
as a means of birth control but 
gave tentative approval to volun­ 
tary' 
sterilization 
pointing 
out.

most thoughtful consideration of 
all the factors involved.'” 
The vote in the 250 member 
general board was 83 in favor,

Son Smothers Dad In 6 Act Of Mercy, Loyalty’ 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - For 
Hollo Elmer Bunch, life centered 
mainly around a TV set, an auto 
and a son. 
At 833. the incapacities of age 
had reduced Bunch's joys to an 
occasional ride with his son and 
to watching the wonders of TV in 


the neat apartment he shared with 
his son. 
The car had been repossessed 
last week for nonpayment, but 
life for the old man still was 
comfortable, mainly because of 
TV and the untiring affection his 
son gave him. 


Dale Elden Bunch, 49, was any­ 
thing but comfortable. His de­ 
spair was rooted in the recession 
which cost him his work as a 
lockmaker and was about to re­ 
sult in repossession cfi all his fur­ 
niture — including his father’s 
beloved TV set. 


Bunch on Monday, after long 
thought, took what he considered 
to be the ultimate act of love and 
mercy by placing a pillow over 
his father’s head and suffocating 
him. Thirty-six hours later he shot 
himself in the head. He died late 
yesterday at Genera) Hospital. 


Dale Bunch never regained con­ 
sciousness from the self-inflicted 
gunshot wound Monday night, and 
so he was unable to tell police 
how those 36 hours from his fa­ 
ther’s death to his own self-de­ 
struction were occupied.
